Their 
appearance, and tbe amount they ex- 
pended for a lunch, roused the ourioaity 
o£ the proprietor, who made inquiries 
reFpeotiac them and he found that they 
were "walking delegates." o£ one of the 
labar unions. The working men wiio 
belong to tho labor unions, are assessed 
to pay all euch bills, and are not sharp 
enough to understand the extent to 
which they are gulled. 


A Catholic Knight of labor has wntten 


to the St. Louis Globe Democrat a let- 
ter in wbioh ho saye: "Judge Kussell, 
the supremo president of t he Catholic 
Knights of America, is vested with more 
power than any other man in Amtrioa. 
Over 20;000 members of the order have to 
submit to his will and decisions. He 
can Buspend B branch or branches with- 
oat number by tho turn ol his pen; in 
fact, bo could suspend the whole order. 
It is outrageous to think that any one 
man should havo such power vested in 
him. Bnt the next supreme oav.ocil, 
which meets in Chicago in May, will 
change all this, n& it will also abolish the 
state council, which has been such a 
burdensome and expensive institution 
for the accomplishment of nothing."

That's the feeling of the 
oolorod people m general. Wo oppose 
Matthews on principle."

In 1SG1, congress passed what is known

Bradstreet'e furnishes a new report of 


all the leading strikes begun in 1BSG and 
unsettled on th3first of last month; Of all 
the strikes in the United States begun 
during January .1387; and of all thfi 
strikes announced during tbe first three 
days of February. It is ascertained that 
the total number of men on strikoduring 
January, 1887, was about seventy-eight 
thousand, against 18,200 in 
January, 


18S6. 
Inasmuch as 9,900 men

In addition to this totaj 


of men out of work, it is to be noted that 
16,300 workers in factories, mills, and 
elsewhere because of the scarcity ot coal 
or because ot lack of work caused by 
strikes of others, are idle. Tbis points 
to 104,000 industrial employes who have 
stopped work since Jan. 1,. as compared 
with 42,200 for a like period in 1S86, 
There were eight striken begun in 188G 
carried over 
into the current year. 


These involved 5,000 men. 
Four have 


ended, two of them successfully, includ- 
ing 1,170 men, and two failing, involving 
830 men. In January, there were begnn 
over90 strikes by 73,000 employes. Of 
these 32 have ended, 21 of them involv- 
ing 3,300 mor., being sucjesEfnl and 9 of 
them, 
involving 5,700 having failed. 


About 60 January strikes, [therefore re- 
main unsettled. The 24 strikes reported 
for three dayb in February furnioh a 
lift of 9,900 men. 
None of thoee has 


boon settled.

British colonies of North America absolute 
mid porfoct as is thoir right to fish on tho high 
soas; %vhilo on other portions oE thoso coasts 
\vo tiuvo renounced tho liberty which wo on- 
joyed till 131s, to catch, dry, or cure fish. 
It is assumed that tho United States aro con- 
tent with thoir existing rights of fishing on 
Canadian coasts i£ those treatise are faith- 
fully kept. It is also assumed that tho gov- 
ernment wiil not protect American Usher- 
raon found knowingly fishing on forbidden 
Canadian coasts, but will, il necessary, pun- 
ish a vessel thus fishing. 


In respect to commercial privileges for our 


fishing vessels in Canadian port*!, tho situa- 
tion is very different. 
Tho treaty ot "SlS 


secured to our fishermen admission to Cana- 
dian bays Of harbors, for purposes of shelter 
or repairs, and for wood and water, but for 
no othtl' purpose whatever. This, tho secre- 
tary says, should not bo called commer- 
cial 
rights; 
they aro 
rights of 
hu- 


manity find 
decency, to refuse 
which 


is an net ot barbarism fit only for savages. 
Our complaint is not that tho restrictions en- 
forced by Canadian statutes and olllcials Is a 
restriction of our commercial privileges, but 
a violation of our flshinjj rights, secured by 
treaty. After u minute review of our com- 
mercial privileges, ho concludes tbat it Li not 
in regard to any of those that the issue 
arises. Tho secretary believes, that Groat 
Britain may, if believing it to her interest, 
withdraw from tho agreement of 3830, 
which was an international bargain and con- 
tract solemnized and attested. Tho royal 
assent given by the queen on Nov. X, 1SSO, 
to tho Canadian act entitled "au act to fur- 
thei' amend tho act respecting fisheries by 
foreign vessels,1' contemplates tho soizuro and 
forfeiture of American vessels under cir- 
cumstances which wo claim to bo in violation 
of tho treaty of 1816, and this act is a repeal 
and annulment by England of tho arrango- 
naent ot 1&50, and to that repeal wo aro en- 
titled to respond by n similar repeal of our 
own law, and by a refusal hereafter, and 
wuilo debate or negotiation goes on, to confer 
hospitality or any privilogos-whatovor In our 
ports, on Canadian vessels or boats of any 
sort. A violation ot comity may bo look 
upon as an unfriendly act;, but not a cause 
for a just war. England may judge of the 
nature and eitont of tho comity and cour- 
tesy she will show to us.JThLs cose wo do 
not retaliate, but simply respond, suspending 
comity and hospitality, Tho secretary adds 
that tho only question is as to tho character 
of tho response which would bo best in 
keeping with tho interests and dignity ot the 
United States. Ho suggests several defects 
in tho bill which recently passed tho donate, 
and adds that it is much to bo regretted that 
modiicval tariff luws, like that cruel leg- 
acy of war which still encumbers the stat- 
ute books of tho United States, or a medie- 
val non-intercourso policy, like that of the 
Dominion of Canada, approved by tho quoon 
in council on tho threshold of her majesty's 
jubilee year, should bo tho divided disgrace 
of our common civllkatlon. Ho expresses 
hia belief that tho ultimate dostiny of the 
United States and British North America is 
to unite in one indissoluble union of inde- 
itructibla states, and that; all laws that we 
enact should conform to and further this 
consummation, aud concludes as follows: 


Subject to this policy, therefore, oven 


when repelling aggression; avowing this 
common duty and ultimate destiny, oven 
•when responding to an offensive non-iiiwr- 
courso policy by offended non-lritorcourtio 
acts which nt any niomout wo ore more anx- 
ious to withdraw from than now willing to 
entor upon; I submit to your committee 
with the greatest deference, the following 
bill. 


The bill which tho secretary submits is 


preceded by a preamble, sotting forth that 
tho rights of our fishermen have been per- 
sistently violated, that no redress has boon 
granted, and that by recent legislation Can- 
adian non-intercourse with American fishing 
vessels for general purposes of trade tos been 
established. Tho bill provides that upon 
proof that tho rights, privileges, or liberties 
of American vessels In Canadian ports, 
waters or coasts, havo been denied or re- 
stricted, tho president shall, by proclama- 
tion, close tho ports of the United States to 
Canadian vessels and British vessels from 
Canadian ports, and exclude merchandise, 
locomotives, trains,otc., from Canada, and on- 
force hisjprodornation by seizures, forfeitures 
and penalties, and qualify, limis, rescind or 
renew any part of his proclamation at his 
discretion, and appoint a commission to 
ascertain tho losses and injuries inflicted 
upon American vessels and citizens engaged 
in the fisheries by British or Canadian au- 
thority or sanction. 


It is also understood that recent corre- 


spondence with tho British 
government 


called for by a resolution of ilr, Boltnont, 
anto-dating this correspondence, is about 
ready to bo presented. Tho purport of it, it 
is said, will bo most interesting and im- 
portant. 


Professor Baird, of tho United States fish 


commission, has for somo months boon col- 
lecting, data bearing on the fishery question. 
Mr, Kuril, of tho commission, who has had 
charge of thu correspondence, tuid who has 
made a personal investigation of tho subject, 
thinks tho United States doosn't need Cana- 
dian bait or Canadian fishing grounds, and 
that non-intercourso would work well lor 
this country and badly tor Canadians.

Morgan Advocate* tlio Monroe Doctrine—

Thu Eads Tohuantopoc ship rail- 
way bill was then considered, and Morgan 
spoke in favoi- thereof, holding that transit 
wross tho Isthmus should booither absolutely 
under tho control oC the United States or un- 
der our control in connection with tho govern- 
ment of tho territory through which ic 
passes. Ha thought this country had boon 
derelict in the matter of tho Panama canal,

Ho 
thought the presence of British and French 
men-of-war at tho mouth of tho Panama 
canal suggested nu intention on tbo part of 
those countries of takhig possoaion of the is- 


lands at tbs mouth of thd canaL At this 
point Hoar suggested that a? but few sen- 
ators wero present Morgan postpone tho 
completion of his speech until Monday, and 
Morgan agreed. Halo offered an amend- 
ment limiting the liability of tlio United 
States to tho $7,500,000 provided for iu tho 
bill, and tho senate then adjournod. 


The house received messages from tho 


president vetoing the pension bills in favor 
ot Cuthbort Stonu, A. T. Grigg, Franklin 
Sweet, Josso Campbell, R. K. Bennett, Cath- 
erine Sadler and J. K. Baylor.

Ton Much DuslnoKH on Ifand. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Fob. 7.—.There re- 


mains 
of tho Forty-ninth congress but 


twenth-threo working days. At noon on 
throe weeks from next Friday this limitation 
will expire and tho terms ot those elected to 
tho Fiftieth congress will begin, with all the 
salary, perquisites, po'wor, etc. There in a 
great deal of work to bo accomplished iu 
these twenty-three days—quite as much, 
were the first session of : 
l. congress just bo- 


ginning, as would bo accomplished in as 
many weeks. Not half of tho labor on tho 
appropriation bills has been performed in 
committee of tho whole in-both houses. This 
eitraordinary press o£ business to bo accom- 
plished necessarily makes predictions of the 
proceedings very much loss reliable than un- 
der ordinary circumstances. In tho senate 
a committee on order of business, sometimes 
known as a "steering cnmiuitUje," has been 
designated by tho majority, and this may re- 
port dniiy, thus changing any arrangement 
at not more than twenty-four hours notice.

Into a Gulf of Despair 


and Death.

WHITE RIVER JUXCIION', Vt., Feb. 7.— 


Tho most appalling railroad disaster which 
over hnppenod in tho precincts oC >'ow Eng- 
glund occurred about 2:00 a. m. Saturday on 
tho Central Vermont railroad, at tho bridge 
which crosses tho Whito river in tho town of 
Hartford, about four miles west o£ this 
placo. By it four heavily-loaded passenger 
cars, tilled for tho roost part with pleasure 
soekors on route to tho Montreal 
carnival, 


wcro hurled, vfhilo running; nt full spceJ, 
from on opon bridge, ovor and ovor down a 
torribly ragged, rooky Rorgo, seventy foet 
Into tho darkness, striking at lost 


WITH AN AWFUL CltASII 


upon tho bleak, barren surface of an ice- 
bound river, wliera-tho souls ol forty, nnd 
possibly sixty liumun beings wont out to 
then1 God from tho depths oC tho rushing, 
gurgling, freezing water, or in tho lurid 
giaro of fire, and amid tho night-picreing 
shrieks and heartrending groans of thirty to 
forty more of God's creatures, who, if they 
stdl live, livo only to drag oat a weary ex- 
istence, burdetiod with woo from tho loss of 
loved ones, nnd crippled in body and limb. 


Truly, "tho ways of I'rovidonoe aro a lit- 


tle rough." Tho train selected by mytorious 
fato for this awful experience was inado up 
at this junction, bound for Montreal, and 
consisted of a locomotive, baggage-car, two 
ordinary and two sleeping-care. These cars 
united hero constitute tho remnant uf the 
trains known as tho Montreal night expressed, 
one of which loaves Now York at 4 p.m., 
passing Springfield, Mass., at S p. m., anc 
tho other leaving at Boston at 7 p. ra. and 
passing Concord, N. n., at D:30 p. m. The 
former train passes ovor tho Is'ow York, Is'ou 
Haven & Hartford road to Springfield and 
from thonco to this point by tho Connecticut 
River line. Tto hitter runs from Boston to 
Concord over tho Boston & Lowell road, 
thanco to this junction by tho Central Ver- 
mont route. 
Ono sleeper and one passenger 


coach from tho Now York train, with one 
Chicago sleeper attached here to tho Boston 
train, which consists then oC 0:10 sloopor, ono 
passenger coach and ono mail, bnggago and 
express-car, constituted tho ill-fated train.

utou late, tho train started on its lonuly 
mountain 
journey, shortly after 1 a.m.

TITS TKllUIBLE I-'ATE AWAITTNO TITEM. 


Tho engineer, who now wanders about tho 
9cono craxod by tho awful consequences 
of his trip, had safely taken many a train 
over this dangerous route, through tl:o snow- 
clad mountains of Vermont, nnd eager to 
make up lost timo so far as possiblo, pulled 
tho throttle open aud was soon sixjcding 
along tho straight four mile stretch west of 
"\VhitoIiivorJunction at tho rate of forty 
miles an hour: but ttio run of that train was 
to bo brief. The mercury in tho out door 
thermometers of tho brown farm houses 
which hero and there dotted tho landscape 
had passed zero find was rapidly going down 
among tho twenties, and the door moonlight 
glistened on tho frosty surface .of tho loug 
snow stretches and lofty mountain crag*, as 
tho train rounded tho curve to nioko tho run 
over °VVhito Mountain bridge. Just there tho 
angel Of death appeared hovering over that 
train. 


WilAT HAPPENED/ 
WHO ELUNDEUEU? 


Time alone will tell. A broken rail liOO 
feet from tho bridge is tho only witness. Did 
a wheel break flrst, or was that fatal crack 
thero in tho rail before tho crash came? Tho 
engine, baggage and mail car passod safely 
ovor tho bridge. Tho others—suddenly there 
was a jar and ft bumping o£ trucks along tho 
ties. Tho passenger coaches were oil tho 
tracks, detached from tho rest of tho train 
and running with tremendous speed upon 
tho bridgo. 
Thoy reached tho first timber?, 


tore away tho abutments, tipped slightly, 
and then cars, bridgo and eighty human 
beings wont ovor and down seventy foot to 
wreck and death. 


As soon as possiblo the detached part of 


tho train was stopped and run back to the 
scone. When thoso on it arrived, tho screams 
of tho injured aud suffering were piercing 
tho air.

indiscriminate heap, out of which tho blno 
tongues ot f.aino wore already leaping like 
demon spiriu in tho mad dance of destruc- 
tion.

Slowly along tho crimson tmtod snow sheets 
half naked, benumbed aud^blcodinjr, forms

broken timbers, in an almost superhuman 
ondoavor to rescue fellow travelers from the 
wreck. The groans of half-conscious dying 
•victims roso on tho wintry air, mingled with 
-ho piercing shrieks and heartrending calls 
Tor mercy from thoso already :n tho embrace 
ol tho fiend of lire. The scene was horrible 
beyond all power of tonguo or pen, but over 
al} tho pale moon looked, silontly down, em- 
phasizing the awful truth that nature knows

Those present were powerless to step the 
lames, aud while doing all within their 
power to rescue tho unfortunate tho rescuers 
met another and dreadful obstacle.

ioat became so intense that they were obliged 
to rotruat to places of safety for themselves 
and become unwilling and horror-stricken 
witnesses of the awful holocast. In addition 
to this the weather was iutousoly, cold a:id 
tho heroic rescuers were hindered thereby 
n thoir work Before a relief train arrived 
from this place tho entiro wreck, bridge ami 
ail, was consumed, and over forty of that 
aappy train load uf pleasuix^iLwkors u-oro in 
tbo embrace of death,

A brakcmnn ,who jumped from the train 


when it Urst lufc tho track got u. team from ti

Tho only house near the scene was that of

Tho ruins have been care- 
fully searched and It is believed that all that 
ever will be found of thoso who wont down in 
that awful crash to a horrib'.e death havo 
been recovered. After a careful scrutiny of 
all tho charred remains the physicians ngreed 
that thoy nro thoso of thirty-two persons 
(including live found lato Sunday). 
Th=r.) 


are thirty-five injured now under treatment. 
Ono of thoso died Sunday. Nino slightiy in- 
jured have gone on tbeir journey. This ac- 
counts for sovonty-s even persons. Tho most: 
caroful comparison of estimates by the rail- 
road officials indicate that thoro were cighcy- 
ono personn in tho cars which went oil.' the 
bridge. This would leave only four persons 
still unaccounted for, unless tho number bo 
swelled by children who woro traveling with- 
out tickets.

REV. DR. TALMAGE'S SERMON AT 


THE TABERNACLE. 


VTImt » True Christian nut to Knrturo

BROOKLYN, Feb. 0,—To-day was moving 


day :u tho Brooklyn Tabernacle, ns tlio niimi.il 
pew IcttiiiK has just occurred nntl many liavo 
cliangoil plnces. Tbis church combines tho 
two plans of pew rental and free church. Tho 
routed pews tbis year yielded an advanco on 
all previous yours, so tbat tbo income will bo 
nbout &J2,000. But about two thousand sit- 
tings aro al ivaj's Iccpt tree, so that no oiw miiy 
coir.plaiu ilia: lio car.not ivorsbip boro for 
lack ot means. This rooming Professor 
Bi'oiviio rentlorud organ, llrst sonata in D 
minor by Hitter, nntl tho congregation saiij 
tho hymn:

our help in ap;e* pc.Ht, 


Our boixj Cor years to come. 


Tho tmbjoct oC tho sermon was "Pillars oC 


Smoke,'1 nnfl the text wna taken from Solo- 
mon's Song, iil, 0: "V,'bo is this tbat cometh 
out of l.bo wiklerncss like pillui-s oE smoke!" 
Dr. Tulmagcsaid: 


Tbo firc'jilcctuvo o!! tbe smoko la wondrous,' 


whether God with, biy finger curls it into ft 
cloud, or i-ounds It into a domo, or points it 
in tt spire, or spreads it in a wing, or, us in 
tbo text, hoists it in a pillar. Watch it wind- 
ing up from tho country farm house in tbo 
early morning, showing that the pastoral in- 
dustries Lave lx>sun i or too it ascending from 
tho chimneys of tho city, telling o£ tho homes 
fed, 
tho factories turning out vahmblo fabric, 


tho printing presses preparing book and news- 
paper, and nil tho ton thousand wheels In 
motion. Onaclaar day this vapor spoken of 
mounts with such buoyancy, and spreads 
such ft dellcato veil across the- sky, nud traces 
such graceful lines ot circle and semi-cirdf, 
and waves and tosses and sinks and soars and 
scatters 
Tvitb 
such 
affluence of 
shape 


and color and suggestivecess tbat if you 
havo never noticed it you are like a man 
•who baa all his iifo lived in Paris and yet 
never seen tho Luxembourg, and all his life 
In Rome and never seen tho Vatican, and all 
his Itfo at Lockport and never seen Niagara. 
Forty-four limes tho Bible speaks of tbe 
smoke, and it Is about tirao that somebody 
preaches a sermon recognizing this strange, 
weird, beautiful, elastic, charming, terrific 
and fascinating vapor. Across tho Bible sky 
floats tho smoke ot Sinai, tho smoko of Sodom, 
tho nr.oko of Ai, tho smoko o£ tho pit, the 
smoko oC tbo volcanic hills when God touches 
them, and in rr.y text tho glorious church of 
God coming up out of tho wilderness like 
pillars oE smokfl, 


In tho first place, those pillars of smoko in 


my text indicate tho sulTering tho church of 
God has endured. What do I mean by tho 
church! I mean not a building, not a sect, 
but those who in all ages and in all lands, and 
of ail beliefs, love God and aro trying to 'do 
right. For many centuries the heavens have 
been black with tho smoke ot martyrdom. If 
setsidoby side you could girdle tbe earth 
with tho Crcs of persecution. Rowland Taylor 
burned at Hadk-igb; Latimor burned at 
Oxford; John Rogers burned at Smithfleld; 
John Hooper burned at Gloucester; John 
Hess burned lit Constance; Laivrenco Saun- 
dors*urno'.l at Coventry; Joau of Arc burned 
at Rouen. Protestants have sometimes pointed 
to tho Catholics us persecutors, but both 
Protestant and Catholic Lave practiced in- 
famous cruelties. 
Tlio Catholics, during 


tbo reign of Humioric, wore by Protestants 
put to the worst tortures, stripped of their 
clothing, hoisted in tbo air by pulleys with 
weights suspended from their feet, then let 
down, and ears and oyc«. nose and tongue wore 
amputated, and red hot plates of iron were put 
against tbo tcndcrest part of their bodies. 
George Bancroft, tho historian, says cf tho 
Btato ol Maryland: "la tho land whicb 
Catholics had opened to Protestants mass 
might not bo 6aid publicly; no Catholic 
priest or bishop might utter his faith in a 
voice of persuasion; no Catholic might tench 
tho young. It a wayward child of a Papist 
ivould but become on apostate tho law wrest- 
ed for him from bis parents a sharo of their 
property. Such ivcro the methods adopted 
to prevent the growth of popery." Speaking 
of Ireland, Bancroft, the historian, says: 
"Such priests as were permitted to reside in 
Ireland were required to bo registered, and 
were kept like prisoners at large within pro- 
scribed limits. All Papists oxorcUtr.g eccle-

Has persecr.tion ceased) Ask that young 


man, who Is trying to bo a Christian, in a 
store or factory, where frommorr.ingto night 
he i> tliobutt of all tho mean witticisms of 
unbelieving employes. Ask that wife, whoso 
husband makes her fondness for the house ot 
God and oven her kneeling praj-er by tho bed- 
side a derision, and is no more fit for her holy 
companionship than a filthy crow would be 
a Dt companion for a robin or a golden oriole. 
Compromise with too world and surrender to 
its conventionalities and it may lot you alone, 
but al! who will livo godly in Christ Josus 
must suffer persecution. Bo a theatre going, 
card playing, wine drinking, round dancing 
Christian, and you may escape criticism und 


social pressure. But bo an up and down, out 
and out follower of Christ, 'and worldling

A gre.it complaint conies from the theatres 


about tho ladies' high hats, because they ob- 
struct tho view of tho stage, and n lady re- 
porter asked mo tbo other day what 1 thought 
about it, nnd I told ucr that if tbo irideecnt 
pictures of actresses in tho show windows of 
Brooklyn and Now York wore accurate pict- 
ures of what goes on in many o£ tho theatres 
night by night then it would be well if tho 
ladies' bats wore a mi'.o Jilg'J, so as to com- 
pletely obstruct tho vision. 
If professed 


Ciirlstiar.s go to such places during tho week 
no one will over persecute them for their ro- 
ligion, for they have nono, and they aro tho 
jokoof hell 


But let them live a consecrated and Chris- 


tian life and they will soon run against sneer- 
ing opposition. For a compromise Christian 
character an easy time now, but for conse- 
crated behavior grimaco and caricature. 
For tho body, thanks to tbo Cod of free 
America, there are now no swords or fiery 
stakes, but for the souls of thousands ol the 
good, in a figurative sense, rack and gibbet 
and Torquomada. Tho symbol of the domes- 
tic and social and private and public suffer- 
ing of a groat multitude of God's dear chil- 
dren, pillars of smoke. 


What an exciting scene in India when dur- 


ing tho Sepoy rebellion a regiment cf High- 
landers came up and found tho dead body of 
one of Con. Wheeler's daugbtere, who had 
been insulted and mauled and slain by tho 
Sepoys. 
So great was tho wrath ogalnst 


theso murderers that tho Scotch regiment 
sat down, and 
cutting off tho hair of 


this dead daughter of Gen. Wheeler they 
divided it among them, and oach one counted 
tho number of the hairs given Iiirn, aud each 
took an oath, which was executed, that for 
each hair of tho murdered daughter they 
would tlosh out tho lifo ot a miserable Sepoy. 
But as we look over the story of those who 
in all ages have suffered for tbo truth, while 
we leave vengeance to tho Lord, let us band 
together in one solemn vow, one tremendous 
oath, after having counted the host of tho 
martyrs, that for each one of those glorious 
men and women who died for the truth, an 
immortal soul shall live, live with God and 
livo torovor. 


But as I already hinted ip tbo first sen- 


tence of this sermon, nothing can bo more 
beautiful than tho figures of smoke on a clear 
sky. You can see what you will in tho con- 
tour of this volatile vapor, now enchanted 
castles, nor/ troops of horsemen, now ban- 
nered procession, now winged couriers, now 
n black angel of wrath under a spear of tho 
sunshine turned to an angel of light, and now 
from horizon to horizon tho air is a picture 
gallery filled with masterpieces of which God 
Is tho artist, morning clouds of smoke born 
in tho sunrise, and evening clouds of smoko 
laid in tho burnished sepulchers of the sun- 
sot. 


The beauty of tho transfigured smoko is a 


divine symbol of tho beauty of tbo church. Tlio 
fairest of all tho fair is she. Do not call tboso 
persecutors of whom I spoke tbo church. 
They aro tho parasites of tho church, not tlio 
church itself. Her mission is to cover tbe 
earth with a. supernatural gladness, to open 
all the prison doors, to balsam all tho wounds, 
to moss all tho graves, to burn up tha night 
in the flrcplaco of a groat 
morning, 


to change iron handcuffs Into diamonded 
wristlets, to turn tho -whole race around, 
and whereaa ib faced death, 
command- 


ing it; "Right about face for heaven." 
According to tho number of the spires 
of tho churches in all our cities, towns and 
neighborhoods are 
the good homes, tho 


worldly prosperities and tho pure morals ami 
tho happy souls. 


Meet me at. any depot tho world over, and 


with my eyes closed take me by tho hand and 
lead me so tbat my feet will nob stumble, and 
without my onco looking down, or looking on 
tho level, take mo to some high roof or tower 
and let mo see tho tops of the churches, and I 
will tell youths proportion of suicides, of 
arsons, 
of 
murders, 
of 
thefts. 
Ac- 


cording as the churches 
are numerous 


are tho crimes tow. According as tbo churches 
nro few tho crimes an> numerous. Tho most 
beautiful organization tbo world ever saw or 
ever will see is tho much maligned church, 
tho friend of all good, tbo foe of nil evil, "fail- 
as the moon and clear ns tlio sun." 
Beauti- 


ful in her author, beautiful in her mission, 
the heroine of the centuries, tho bride of 
Christ, tho queen of tho nations. There are 
hundreds o£ kindly institutions, some caring 
for inebriates, some for tho crippled, some for 
tho imbecile, some for tho misled, some for tbo 
blind, but tho church is tbo mother of all 
these kindly institutions. There aro asylums 
—American, or English, or Scotch, m- Irish. 
or French, or German, or Italian—but tbo 
church spreads her mantle over all theso, and 
will yet spread it over all nations. Her 
gates are beautiful, her songs aro bcnutifnl, 
her prayers are beautiful, her convocations 
are beautiful, her work is beautiful. 
All 


kings and warriors will yat bow down at her 
altars, all chains of serfdom bo shattered 
tigaiust her doorstep, all cations will yet fol- 
low her leading. 
How amiablo arc thy 


tabernacles! How sacred thy altars! How 
glorious thy auditoriums! So graceful, so 
aspiring, so grand, and rolling ou and rolling 
up, we cry out in regard to her: "Who is she 
that cornoth out of tbo wilderness like pillars 
of binoko!" 


Men may desecrate it, as Cromwell did when 


ho stabled his cavalry horses in St. Paul's ca- 
thedral; or break off tho imago of Christ, as 
did tho iconoclasts in York minster; or bur: 
against it august literary antipathies, as did 
Gibbon; or plot its overthrow, as do some in 
every community -whoso prido and bato a:id 
debauchery are 
reproved 
by the Ten 


Commandments which it 
thunders, 
find 


tbo nerraon 
on

which

brcalies. But it will stand ns long as tho 
earth stands, tho came unique and wonder 
working and beatific and miraculous thing 
for which God decreed it. Small wits tax 
their brain to say things that will r.ut her at 
disadvantage, but many oC them will send for 
its condolence when dying, und tbeh- children 
wid bo gathered up under its bcncriictions 
after tho parental curso has been removed.

' frankincense?" 
Hear it, mon tuid women

Victor Hugo, in his book entitled "Xinety- 


throc," says; "Nothing calmer than smoke, 


I but nothing more startling. There arc peaco- 
1 f ul smokes, and there aro evil ones. Tho thick- 
1 noss nr.d color of a lino of smoke make the 


whole difference between war and peace, be- 
tween fraternity and hatred.

happiness of man or his complete misery is 
sometimes expressed in this thin vapor which 
tho wind scatters at will." Tho great Frondi- 
mmi was right, but I go further and say that 
as the kingdom of God advances like piliam 
of smoko, tho black volumes belching Jrom 
batteries of war nnd pouring out from port- 
holes oT ships will vanish from the sky. 


A distinguished gentleman of the lato wnr 


told mu recently that Abraham Lincoln 
proposed to avoid our civil conflict 
by 


purchase of all tho slaves of tho south 
nnd sotting thorn 
free. 
Ho calculated 


what would be 
n, reasonable price for 


them, and, when tho Lumber of millions of 
dollars that would be required for such a pur- 
pose was announced, tho proposition was 
scouted, and tho north would not havo mado 
tho offer and tho south would not Jiavo ac- 
cepted it if made. "But," said iny military 
friend, "tho war went on, and just tho num- 
ber of millions of dollars that Mr. Lincoln 
calculated would havo boon enough to make 
a reasonable purchase of all tho slaves weru 
spent in war, besides nil the precious lives 
that wcro hurli^l nway in the two hundred 
and fifty battl'js." In other words, there 
ought to be somo other way for men to settle 
their 
conti-ovei-sies 
without, 
wholesale 


butchery. 


Tho church of God will yet become the 


arbiter of unions. If tho world would nllow 
it, it cou'd to-day step In between Germany 
and Franco and settle tho trouble about 
Alsace and Lorraine, and between llussiu I 
anil Bulgaria, and between England and her 
antagonist-*, and between all tho othor no- 
tions that aro flying at each others' throats, 
and commuud pcaco und disband armies and 
harness for tho plow the war horsoe now be- 
ing hitched to ammunition wagons or saddled 
for cavalry charge. That timo must come, or 
through r.ho increased facility for shooting 
incn nnd blowing up cities and whelming 
hosts to instant death, so that wo can kill a 
regiment e:isicr than wo could once kill 
a company, and kill a brigade 
easier 


than we could onco kill a regiment, the 
patent offices of tho world more bus}' than 
over in recogniz'mg now enginery or destruc- 
tion, the human raco will after a while go 
fighting with ono arm, and hobbling with 
onu foot, and stumbling along with ono oye. 
and sonio ingc'nious inventor, inspired of tho 
archajigol of all mi.-schief, will contrive a 
machine that will boi-o a holo to tho earth's 
center, and some desperate nation will throw 
into that holo enough dynamite to blow this 
hulk of a plauot Into fragments, dropping 
liko meteoric stones on surrounding stellar 
habitations. 


But this shall not bo, for whatever elso 1 


let go T hang on to my Bible, which tolls rue 
thnt the blacksmith'* shop shall yot como to 
its grandest use, when the warrior and tho 
husbandman shall onte:- it tide by side, and 
tho soldier shall throw into its bank of fires 
his sword, and tho farmer shall pick ic up a 
plou'share, and the straightest spear shall bo 
bent into a crook at each end aud then cut 
in two, and what ivns ono spear shall bo two 
pruning forks. Down -with Moloch and up 
with Christ! Let no more war horses eat out 
of tho maniror where Jcsu" was born. 


Peace! Forever roll off tho sky tho black 


pillars of smoke from tho Mareugos and Sala- 
nmncas arid Borodinos and Sedans and Get/ 
tysburga ot earth! And right after them, 
roll into tho heavens tho peaceful vapors from 
tho chimneys of farm houses and asylums and 
churches and capitals ot Christian nations, 
aud as tho sunlight strikes through theso 
vapors they will writo in letters of jet and 
gold ail over tho shy from horizon to zenith: 
''Glory to God in tho highest, and on earth 
peace, good will to men!" Then let all the 
men-of-war fire a broadside, and all tho forts 
thunder forth a resounding volley, and tho 
earth bo girdled with tbo cannonade over tho 
Snal victory of the truth. 


"Whilo thinking of theso things I looked out 


from my window and the wind was violently 
blowing. And I saw from many chimiioys 
tho smoko tossed in the air and whirled in 
grc.is velocity, volume after volume, fold 
after fold, and can-led on tho swift wind 
u-oro the great pillars of smoke. And helped 
by Solomon in tho text I saw tho speed 
of tho church symbolized. Do you realixo 
the momentum 
tho church of God is 


under? Why, the smoko ot a chimney on tho 
lop o£ Mount Washington when tho wind ia 
blowing sixty miles tho hour, is slow as 
compared with tho celerity of good influences. 
For fifty-nitw centuries tho devil had it his 
own 
way 
among tho 
nations. Nearly 


all 
tho 
great 
missionary 
movements 


havo been started within 
tho century, 


and 
see 
what 
ono contury has 
dona 


to recover tho world from fifty-nine cen- 
turies of devastation. What groat revivals! 
What mighty churches! WTiaS saved mil- 
lions! What advancing civilization i In nli 
tho United States, Groat Britain, Ireland, 
France, Germany, Italy full freedom to wor- 
ship God according to conscience. Along tho 
coasts of China, Japan aud Africa tho bat- 
tcriLS ai-L 
1 planted which are to take all theso 


empires for God and civilization. From tho 
ruins of Babylon and Assyria and Nineveh 
and i,ho valleys of tho Nile confirmations 
havo beer, exhumed proving to all fair 
minded 
men 
that 
tho 
Bible 
is 
thy 


truest 
hook 
over written. 
Tho myth- 


ologies of Egypt wero found 
to have 


embodied in them tha knowledge of man's 
expulsion from Paradise, and tho sacrifice- of 
a great emancipator. 
JIosos' account of the 


creation, corroborated by tho hammer of 
Christian geologists; tho 
oldest 
profauo 


writers like Hiromas, Helanicus and Berosus, 
confirming tho Biblo account of ancient 
longevity; Tacitus and Pliny confirming tho 
Biblo accounts of destroyed Sodom and Go- 
morrah; Tacitus and Porphyry telling tho 
saino story of Christ as Matthew and Luk« 
told; Maerobius telling of tho massacro of 
children in Bethlehem, and Phlegon sketch- 
ing the darkness at tho crucifixion. It fa de- 
monstrated to all honest mea that it is 
not so certain that William Cullen Bryant 
wrote Thanatopsis or Longfellow wrote 
Hiawatha ns that God by tho hand of prophet 
and upostlo wroto tho Biblo. All tho wiso 


men in science, and law, and racdiaine, and 
literature and merchandise aro gradually 
coming to believo in Christianity, and soon 
there will bo no pcoplo who disbelieve in it, 
except those conspicuous for lack of brain or 
men with two families, who do not liko the 
Bible because it rebu'.;es their swinish pro- 
pensities. 


Tlio time is hastening when there will bo no 


infidels left except libertines and harlots and 
murderers. HilUons of Christians whcro onco 
thero were thousands, and thousands whcro 
once there were hundreds. What a bright 
evening this, the evening of tho nineteenth 
century: and the twentieth contury, which 
will dawn in thirteen years from now, will, 
in my opinion, bring universal victory for 
Christ and tho church, that .now Ls marching 
on with step double quick or, if you prefer 
the figure of tho teit, is being swept oil in 
tbo mighty gales of blossiug, imposing and 
grand and majestic tuid swift, like pillars of 
smoke. 


Oh, come into the church throucu ChrisS .

A YOUNG COLT TREATED AS A 


MEMBER OF THE FAMILY. 


Innilcr Caro WJilcb Bender* tho Animal 


Remarkably Docile— Methods of Trftln- 
InR-Ono" Bit "of Business— Foil tritli 
Great Discrimination. 


The majority of Arab Lorso owners prefer 


to keep mares— in their opinion "a maro 
that produces a maro isafountnin of riches;" 
In times of battle, mares con bo easier kept 
quiet than horses and that, to the. dwellers 
in tho desert, is another recommendation. 
Stallions indeed, are very rare: only tbo 
mightier chiefs that can afford to keep one, 
as tho stallion must havo many servants to 
look after its welfare and seo that it does 
not wander and become lost. When an 
Arab maro drops her foul mighty commo- 
tion is made, in the belief that tho animal 
will never afterward to frightened at hear- 
ing a noiso of any kind. Then, after tho din 
lias coasod, there falls to bo enacted a littlo 
ceremony; tho foal is transferred from tbo 
arm of the Arab who carried it in his arms 
during tho disturbance, to tho master of tho 
tent, who p'.acing tho right dug on tho maro 
in the mouth of the infant one, crclaims in 
n loud voico: "May Allah bless and preserve 
it and send us good fortune in abandonee. 
with health to enjoy it!" All present join 
in muJdEK a suitable response, usually ending 
with: "Let us all bless Allah, who lias sent 
to the family another child." 


Great attention continues to bo bestowed 


upon tho foal during tho first soven months 
of its life. It is not only taught to suck its 
mother, but is also taught how to drink tho 
milk of tho camel and the ewe, so that it 
may soon learn to do without its mother, 
which has to resume work as speedily as 
may bo. In tho ovont of barley over becom- 
ing scarce or of tho water supply running 
short tho horso is ablo — having been well 
taught— to taka "pot luck." When tbo foal 
has attained tho age of about 225 days it is 
finally weaned and severed from tho com- 
panionship of its mother, on which occasion 
somo other littlo coromonial of a simplo kind 
is Indulged in — tho women of tho tent as- 
semble and demand tho animal. 
"Give it 


unto us," they say, "it lias now no other 
mother; it has become an orphan which ITS 
shall tend and feed and Allah will bless us." 
Tho foal is thon given up and tho women aro 
as good as their word; they feed it with 
milk and dates, giving it also pieces of their 
bread. It Is doubtless their tender treat- 
ment which renders the animal so docile— so 
docile that it can bo easily handled by the 
merest child. .Its education proceeds apace; 
each foal Is, so to say, married to a child 
who rides him in search of grass or water. 
Tho child is fearless and tho boy teaches tho 
horso to fear no evil; tho boy in time bo- 
comes a clever horseman, w.iile tho horso

grows all that can bo wished Tho 
left in charge of tho child till it is 18 
months old, when its "breaking in" is begun. 


Tho training of tho colt is begun by his 


being shackled with clogs; and parsons who 
have seen this modo of breaking think it is a 
really admirable system. Tho clog sprovont 
tho animal from entangling itself in tho 
halter, or from getting into tho manger, or 
from lying below it «nd from a multitude of 
bad habits which are incidental to other 
modes of training. Not till it in over 2 years 
old is tho colt over saddled or bridled, and 
then tile utmost care Is taken not to fatigue 
the animal; as a preliminary to tho mount- 
ing of a full grown rider they oro frequently 
led up and down with a pack saddle on their 
bncks and a bit In their mouths which is cov- 
ered -with undressed wool. At length the 
man mounts tbo colt In order to complete its 
education. Beforo it ban only been allowed 
to carry a child on its back, now it is mado 
to fjel the power of a muster hand — tho 
great object in view being to accustom tho 
animal to ungrudging obedience. At first 
tho colt gets only light work and is ridden 
without spurs and but littlo forco is used. 
His owner canters him around among his 
belongings, using (as seldom as ho possibly 
can) a light c&no, just to remind his horse 
that he has a master; immense pains ore 
taken not to tout or harass the animal, but 
to train 1'im in tbo way he will havo to go; 
ho is always addressed in a gentle voico and 
no opposition is experienced. 


Ono bit of business; it is deemed of tho 


utmost importance bo should be tiuglit from 
the beginning of bis training, and that is to 
Btjmd stono still while his rider is dismount- 
ing and not to stir after be has dismounted. 
The value of such training was seen when an 
Arab rider was shot and loll from bis horse 
— it stood still till it was remounted. The 
training of these animals is so complete that 
any person might ride ono of them to market 
— pass tho bridle over tho horse's neck, let it 
fall to tlio ground, then placing a brick or 
stone upon it, go away on business, remain 
absent for an hair or two and come back in 
tho certainty of finding his colt where he 
left it. 


From their earliest years Arab horses are 


fed with much caro and discrimination, 
their food being in accordance with their 
age, temperament and work. As has been 
stated, tho Arab horso is taught to drink the 
milk of the camel and tho ewe. . Amilk diet 
is greatly approved of, because "owners of 
horses think that It is good for the health of 
the animal and strengthens without fatten- 
ing it. Camels' inlllf is also said to be im- 
bued with tho power of imparting speed of 
limb to those who drink it, whether man or 
horse. Another point connected with the 
feed of a Lorso in tho desert ought to be 
studied by trainers at homo, that is, that tho 
animal should be made to eat barley. "Had 
I not seen tho mare produco tho foal I 
should havo said it was tho barley," is an 
Arab saying. Another saying is: "When 
you purchase a horso feed him with barley 
till you loiow tho measure of his stomach — a 
good horseman ought to know tho measure' 
of barley suited to his horso as exactly as tho 
measure of powder suited to his gun." 


I have now, perhaps, said enough to show 


the love of tho Arab for his stoed and tho 
caro that is taken to render the animal of 
value, and his value being assured, care for 
tho horso is inculcated. "When yon dis- 
mount, think of your horso boforo you think 
of yourself; it is ho who has earned you and 
is to cany you again" — a most excellent 
sentiment which should bo printed and pasted 
upon the back of every stable door. Another 
Arab saying about tho horso which merits 
attention is "Run not your stoed in the 
teeth of a strong -wind if you desire to keep 
bim in good health," ,,Ono more sentiment 
should bo kept in mind: "Tho grave of a 
horseman is always open; when, therefore, 
a man mounts liis steed ho ought say, In tho 
name of Allah!" — Bailey's Monthly.
